Mr. Olarkson'B St. John Letter. 
Dss MOINES, Io., January 8.—Edi- 


tor Chicago Tribune : In reply to 
your direct inquiry if I knew per- 
sonally as to whether or not St. 
John offered to withdraw as a candi- 
date for President for a money con- 
sideration, I can answer now only 
as to tho fact, without yet being at 
liberty to make public the details. 
To my knowledge he did have over- 
tures made through a friend from 
his own state by whioh he offered, if 
paid $25,000 in cash, to withdraw 
as a candidate altogether, or to stay 
in the field and 
"feather" 
his 


speeches, as it was put in the Kansas 
phrase, to the help of the republi- 
cans. 
He was asked, in 
order 


to prove the sincerity of hie offer, to 
withdraw from Ohio the last week 
before the October election in that 
state. He did this under the plea, 
which he said he would give, of get- 
ting a sore throat, and with the 
friend I have mentioned went first 
to Pittsbnrg, next to Philadelphia 
and finally to Mew York, where he 
hoped to meet some one on the part 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tee who would be ready to make the 
deal and pay the cash. 
The 20th 


of October, through a friend in a 
letter 
still in existence, he de- 


manded payment of $10,000 alleged 
to have 
been 
earned by 
him 


in getting a sore throat in Ohio 
one week for tho benefit of the 
republican party. This letter and 
other facts of detail, which will con- 
vince any fair-minded person of tho 
real character of St. John and show 
to the country what a thrifty Chris- 
tian he is, will be given to the press 
whenever he shall ask and persuade 
his friend, who was the medium of 
his overtures, to give his consent to 
have them made public. 


I may add that neither the Na- 


tional Committee nor any one act- 
ing for it ever made an overture or 
proposition of any kind to St. John. 
All that it did was to listen to and 
discuss the overtures and proposi- 
tions made to it through the medium 
which he employed to reach it. 


Several other1 members of the N« 


tional Committee, and some other 
gentlemen connected with the Ohio 
campaign, had frequent conversa- 
tions with this friend of St. John, 
and are aa conversant with the facts 
and details of it as myself. 
They 


know that St. John's friend was in 
constant telegraphic and frequent 
personal consultation with him, and 
that things which were demanded 
of St. John as to his movements in 
Ohio were pledged by that friend 
and carried out by St. John. 
In 


many ways ample evidence waa thus 
aft' rded us, including exchange of 
telegraphic correspondence between 
thorn nnd shown to several persons, 
proving that this friend waa acting 
with St. John and under his author- 
ity. 
One other person is in posses- 


sion of more written evidence than 
I have.

any man had been nominated for 
the presidency and defeated, and 
subsequently nominated by the same 
party and elected. 
To this reply 


waa "made that Andrew Jackson was 
an instance of this kind. 
Another 


correspondent recalls the fact that 
Harrison was nominated by the 
Whigs in 183(5 and defeated by tho 
d(imn:!raticcandidate,but wns elected 
by the Whigs iu 18-10. 
Ho might 


have added that Van Buron, who de- 
feated Hiirrison in 183(3, was him- 
self beaten in 184.0 by the same 
Harrison. And then there is another 
case. 
Jefferson and Adams run for 


tho presidency in 1796, and Adams 
was elected, receiving 71 electoral 
votes and Jefferson 68. Under the 
constitution as it then waa 
the 


beaten candidate became vico-presi- 
dent. 
At tho next election—1800— 


Jefferson ran again for the presi- 
dency, receiving 73 electoral votes. 
Aaron Burr also received 73, and 
President Adams got 65. 
AH it was 


a tie between Jefferson and Burr, 
the House of Representatives elected 
the former president. Thus Jeffer- 
son succeeded on tho second trial, 
but by a closo squeeze

MAN ABOUT TOWN. 


I haven't seen the books of the Decatnr 


Coal company, but I happen to be reason- 
ably' certain that all told this company 
has 175 men in ite employ, and they are 
paid an average of $10,000 a month; and 
then the company pays 9500 taxes and 
$300 for water rent yearly. The $10,000 
goes'to the miners and other men who do 
the work, and about all of the money is 
spent among the business men of the city. 


And now it is appropriate to say some- 


thing about the probable action ot the 
city council in letting the coal contract 
for a year. The matter has been hanging 
fire for some weeks, delayed perhaps to 
test <he qualities of competing bidders— 
tfie Decatur company and the company 
at Paua. I don't know anything about 
the difference in the prices submitted, but 
suppose tbe Pana company offers coal at 
10 to 15 cents per ton leas than Decatnr, 
would it be a wise or a juit thing for 
the,council to let the contract to the Pana 
folks? I say no. There is no batter coal 
than that of the Deoatnr mine. That is 
admitted. The city has used it ever since 
the. mine was opened. The other coal 
may be as good, but there is none better. 
The city consumes about 100 tons a 
month, and if it gets it at $1.60 a ton, the 
outlay to the Deoatnr company is but 
small compared to the amount of money 
the company puts in circulation among 
the people every month. It seems to me 
the council should not hesitate about let- 
ting the contract to our home nine. 


Interviews with factory men generally 


furnish the satisfactory information that 
all Decatur enterprises are in good shape 
and doing a good business. The bosses 
ot the factories seem in good spirits and 
look forward to a lively demand for their 
articles,
